Governor Sends Meas- 


ure to Secretary 
Of State 


DES MOINES—(INS)—The gen- 
eral appropriations bill was sent to 
the secretary of state this morning 
with the governor’s approval. The 
bill, which provides for all operat- 
ing expenses of the state govern- 
ment, had previously been approved 
by the governor, but was recalled 
Saturday.

A sliding scale of taxes on “‘semi- 
trailers and truck tractors” will go 
into effect in July as the result of 
the Gubernatorial approval of a 
measure by the motor vehicles 
committee. The tax will be $79 per 
annum on truck tractor and semi- 
trailer having a capacity of three 
tons or less; $120 will be levied for 
a four ton capacity; $200 for five 
tons; $240 for six tons and an ad- 
ditional fifty dollars for evéry ton 
in excess of six. 

Governor Turner’s stamp of ap- 
proval was placed on a provision 
that from fines collected in muni- 
cipal courts the costs and fees shall 
be deducted before the funds are 
turned over to the county school 
board.

By GEORGE E. E. DURNO 
WASHINGTON—(INS) — Presi- 
dent Hoover, opening the sixth gen- 
eral congress of the Internationa)

world is oo too heavily armed to in- 
sure continuance of. peace. 

Even though twelve years have 
passed since the armistice, and vir- 
tually every nation is a signatory to 
the Kellogg-Briand pact renouncing 
war, Mr. Hoover cited the follow- 
ing statistics on armaments: 

“The world. expenditure on all 
arms is now nearly five billions of 
dollars yearly, an increase of about 
70 per cent over that previous to 
the great war. We stand today with 
near 5,500,000 men actively under 
arms 9 euaeean more in re- 
serve. ese vast forces, greatly ex- 
ceeding those of the pre-war per- 
iod, still are to be demobilized be- 
cause of fear and of inability of na- 
tions to cooperate in mutual reduc- 
tions.” 

“Surely, with this se APOE 
(the _Kellogg-Briand Treaty), the 
self-defense of nations could be as- 
sured with proportionately far less 
military forces. than these,” the

Since then 
they have laid about 93,000 feet of 
18-inch pipe and 22,000 feet of 12- 
inch. A double line of 18-inch pipe 
was laid on both sides of the river, 
with six lines of 12-inch pipe under 
the river. 

The company has employed 250 
men here, and their departure is ex- 
pected to materially change the 
picturesque aspect their presence 
has given the city streets. 

The greatest difficulties encoun- 
tered in this vicinity, engineers of 
the company say, were poor ground 
for digging and very unfavorable 
excavating conditions.

The Deuce of Spades was led at 
every table and every South, count- 
ing four Spades in each opposing 
hand, played his Ace on trick 1. 
Every South then led the King and 
Jack of Clubs; but from this point 
the play varied. 

At eleven of the fifteen tables 
South won an easy, game by per- 
mitting West’s Queen of Clubs 
(played on South’s Jack) to win 
the second trick. West then won 
three Spade tricks, but Declarer 
had a show-down for the remaind- 
er. 

At three tables Declarer overtook 
West’s Queen of Clubs with dum- 
my’s Ace; then West’s Ten render- 
ed dummy’s. remaining Clubs 
worthless, and Declarer fell one 
trick short of contract and game. 
South’s play at these three tables 
was reckless; by surrendering the 
second Club trick he could have 
been sure of game regardless of 
the Club distribution. 

At the remaining table game was 
saved by West, he déceived the De- 
clarer completely. West inferred 
that South held three Clubs origin- 
ally and that if he followed the 
rule to cover when holding a four- 
chette, Declarer would play safe 
by giving up the second Club trick; 
so West played the Ten of Clubs on 
South’s Jack knowing that if South 
held but two Clubs the false card 
would make: no difference. When 
West dropped the Ten, Declarer 
thought that East now held the 
Queen alone as he was unable to 
figure out why West would sacri- 
fice a trick by not covering when 
he held a fourchette. It seemed cer- 
tain that the Queen must be solus 
in the East hand and holding up 
seemed very likely giving away a 
trick, so the Ace was played and 
that Declarer learned a lesson in 
Bridge tactics.

On Memorial Sunday, 1930, the 
Rev. Fletcher D. Parker, a minister 
of Hartford, Connecticut, addressed 
the following letter in connection 
with his church calendar. “To our 
students in and out of town.” It de- 
serves a wider transmission to 
young people everywhere thorough- 
out the land.

Some speak of liquor as_ being 
desirable. It never was in pre-Vol- 
stead days and isn’t now.

Those 
days were not so good after all. Mr. 
Volstead didn’t create drunken 
students; Mr. Folly has been creat- 
ing them long before Mr. Volstead 
was even heard of. Now, here it is 
in a nutshell: We had a _ viscious 
liquor traffic that brought elections. 
that lied, that stole the livelihood 
of children. 

There was a well-established pro- 
cess of filling men up and taking 
them in a helpless condition to a 
back room and rolling them there, 
which meant taking all they had. 
Frequently men were murdered in 
the process: always they were de- 
graded and always their families 
suffered. Oh, yes, it was a lovely
